With the death of Jacob 
Hardy, 
formerly of Gowdy, 
in

street car 
wreck 
in 
Indianapolis 
Wednesday 
evening, 
residents 
of 
Gowdy recall the inventive nature of 
the man. 
It is stated that he and 
•his brother, William A. Hardy erec­ 
ted the 
first 
telephone 
in 
Rush 
county. 
Jacob Hardy read of Bell’s 
invention in 1883 and determined 
to see what he could do. A telephone 
line from his father’s house to the 
road, a distance of 150 
rods, was 
constructed out of white thread and 
collar boxes and it is said to have 
worked successfully. 


People from miles around came to 
see the teelphone. 
It 
was

eurosity and many of the residents 
of the Gowdy 
neighborhood 
recall 
the attraction. 
Mr. Hardy 
was a 
carpenter by trade and had a natur­ 
al trait towards the inventive.

Under the plan worked out by the 
state anti-tuberculosis society under 
whose auspices the contest was held 
three ribbon prises were given to tlie 
three best compositions written in 
each 
room. 
The 
best 
composition 
was then turned over to the county 
school superintendent who selected 
the best in the lot to be entered in 
the state contest for the gold and 
the silver medal. So many meritori­ 
ous papers were written that the 
state anti-tuberculosis society de­ 
cided to give a bronze medal for the 
liest composition in each county.

spreading tuberculosis is by spitt­ 
ing, especially in public places, such 
as in the car", on the street and in 
public 
buildings. 
The 
genus 
are 
scattered far and wide in the sputum 
which is coughed up by consump­ 
tives. One consumptive in a single 
day can cough up several billion of 
these germs. When this sputum dries 
up, the germs are blown about in all 
directions, to get 
into the air we 
breathe and on the food and things 
we 
eat and handle. In this way 
every person at some time in lite, 
probablv gets some germs into his 
body. To destroy these germs it is 
necessary to destroy the sputum. 


Tuberculosis may be overcome by 
right living, particularly by breath­ 
ing

family should be well ventilated. The 
body, if it is kept in a healthy state, 
must have good pure air. 
Small stuflfv rooms, especially if 
there is a large family, should he 
well ventilated so that the impure air 
needn’t be breathed more than once. 
It is very dangerous to sleep in a 
room where all the doors and win­ 
dows are tightly closed. The person 


therefore breaths U13 same air over 
and over very often and frequently 
you find they are unhealthy. 


There are thousands of people in 
Indiana 
who 
are 
suffering from 
tuberculosis. And how can they be 
cured ? 
There is no medical remedy that 
can cure this disease. The answer 
is hv fresh air, sunshine, rest and an 
abundance of good nourishing food. 
Nature teaches us that milk and 
eggs are necessary elements for this 
disease. Therefore, they should enter 
largely into the consumptive’s diet 
each day. 
We have societies all over the 
United States that are helping to 
light this White Plague. The Indiana 
Society for the Prevention of Tuber­ 
culosis is the name of the society in 
Indiana which is lighting this disease 
by 
selling 
Red 
Cross 
Christmas 
seals. With this money they build 
sanatariums, buy land and on it they 
build shacks and put up tents*, hire 
nurses and physicians to visit the J 
consumptives’ homes. The Red Cross 
Christmas seal is small in size hut 
great in power against the White 
Plague in Indiana. It can he used on 
letters and packages going by mail 
or express or by personal messenger. 


They cannot he used as a postage 
si amp. During 
the year 
1908 
the 
people of Indiana purchased $4,000 
worth of seals. I11 1909 it amounted 
to $7,800. Everyone 
who is able 
should buy seals. When

Twenty years ago soup houses 
were opened in all of the larger 
cities so that the great number of 
unemployed would not starve. That 
was under a Democratic adminis­ 
tration.

cipal assembly and to aid the un­

demands. A similar delegation made 
a like request to the mayor of New 
York City recently. Yet in the face 
of such conditions the 
President 
says conditions are improving “ ex­ 
cept in spots.” From all reports the 
“ spots” are well scattered through­ 
out the United States and are grad­ 
ually increasing in size.

ISpecia! to the Daily Republican.; 
\\ ashington, Feb. 21— The rural 
population is more wililng to sup­ 
port better schools today than at 
any previous time, it is being real­ 
ized that all educational activitie 
or agencies must be more or less eo- 
felated, and, more than all else, that 
they must be made accessible to the 
children. 
In many counties where bad rouds 
prevail, most of the schools are of 
the 
antiquated 
one-room 
variety. 
They are usually located along bad 
roads which, during the winter, when 
the schools are usually in session, 
become so nearly impassable as to 
make it difficult for the children to 
reach them. 
This 
condition 
causes 
irregular 
attendance and restricts the educa­ 
tional opportunities of the child. 
Not only this, but it often impedes 
the economic consolidation of these 
smaller schools into larger, stronger 
graded 
schools, with high school 
courses, directed by a competent 
principal anil 
corps 
of 
teachers, 
according to the Office of Public 
Roads, U. S. Department of Agri­ 
culture. 
On the other hand, in counties 
which have improved their roads, the 
j M*hool> are easily reached, the aver- 
I age attendance greater, the effici­ 
ency largely increased and economic 
i’cnsp]idation made possible. Regular 
rltendance at school means consis­ 


te n t and regular growth of both 
school and pupil, and consolidation 
f 
schools means a maximum of 
efficiency at a minimum of cost. 
It is also noteworthy that there 
is a marked tendency for the con­ 
solidated school to become the social 
and intellectual center of the com­ 
munity. 
Most modern rural school- 
houses are 
so constructed as to 
serve the community as gathering 
places for various kinds of public 
meetings, and where vans are used 
to convey the children to school dur­ 
ing tiie day they are frequently 
pressed into service to 
haul the 
farmers and their wives to institute 
work, lectures, or entertainments at 
the schoolhouse. 
The consolidated school becomes 
a sort of community center to which 
all educational and social activities 
converge, and in order that it may 
{lerform 
that function all 
of the 
highways leading to it should be so 
improved 
a s 
to render it 
readily 
accessible throughout the vear.
